CONSTRUCTI  ON 


Through  the  past  four  years,  much  has 
happened  in  the  way  of  construction  on 
campus.  Two  years  ago,  the  Trexler  li- 
brary opened  with  much  fanfare.  This 
year,  the  new  College  Center 
(posthumously  dubbed  then  "Tajma

The  Muhlenberg  men's 
basketball  team  defeated 
arch-rival  Moravian,  80- 
GO,  to  finish  the  year  1 2-1 3 
overall  and  6-6  in  the  Mid- 
dle Atlantic  Conference 
Southwest  League.  The 
Mules,  under  fourth-year 
coach  Dave  Madeira, 
placed  third  in  their  sec- 
tion. 

Senior  Jimmy  Smith  led  the 
Mules  in  scoring  average 
with  14.1  PPG.  The  23rd 
player  in  Muhlenberg  his- 
tory to  surpass  the  1,000 
point  mark,  Smith  ended 
his  career  with  1,303 
points.  Smith  also  led  the 
team  in  assists,  blocked 
shots,  and  all  three-point 
categories.  He  finished

Muhlenberg  College  offers 
to  its  students  a diverse 
palet  of  groups  and  activities 
for  students  to  join.
